CONTRACT REQUIRED PAYMENT 


Knox Defends Roosevelt on Trusts, and 
Says Parker’s Utterances on Sub- 
ject Mean Nothing. 


Before the members of the Union League 
Club last night Philander C. Knox, ex-At- 
torney General in the Roosevelt Cabinet 
and now United States Senator from Penn- 
Sylvania, discussed the issues of the cam- 
paign. While Senator Knox was speaking 
Elihu Root came in, and at the conclusion 
of the ex-Attorney General’s speech Chair- 
man Cornelius N. Bliss called upon Mr. 
Root. There was a general uplifting of 
eyebrows when the ex-Secretary of War 
said: 

“I think there is a serious question about 
the election of Governor. I think it is an 
outrage that so good a man as Lieut. Gov. 
Higgins should be subjected to the attacks 
made upon him and deprived of the sup- 
port of many Republicans. The other day I 
took pains to look over the papers which 
were furnished to me, relating to the one 
specific thing that is made the basis of 


&pecial attacks upon him. That is, the 
eighteen-thousand-dollar payment to the 
Furnaceville Company, and when I read 
the papers I was amazed to see how 
thoughtless and baseless the attack upon 
him was. 

™ T found thousands of Republicans, thov- 
sands of good thin ing people, believed that 
Gov. Higgins voted to pay this company 
18,000 and odd dollars for excavation of 
rock when there was no rock excavated. I 
found the fact to be that the contract of 
the Furnaceville |Company provided that 
rocks should include hard pan, and that the 
engineers certified that there were 18,000 
@nd odd cubic yards of hard pan excavated, 
and accordingly the payment was made for 
the hard pan according to the contract for 
rock. 

“That payment was made in 1898, years 
before Gov. Higgins became a-member of 
the Canal Board, and the question before 
the Board of which he was a member was 
whether it should be taken from the com- 
pany, charged back against them, or taken 
out of the retained percentage to which 
they had become entitled by the closing up 
of the work. The production of the contract 
and the proof that the excavation of hard 
pan had been made, that they were en- 
titled to be paid for it as long as it had 
been paid for according to the contract, 
Settled the question.” 


TAKES UP HERRICK CHARGES. 


Mr. Rest went on to question ‘the status 

of Judge Herrick.

“I do not think these things are true. I 
don’t know personally whether they are 
trué or not, but I say it is the duty of the 
people of the State of New York not to pass 
them’ by without consideration or inquiry.

Mr. Knox reviewed the attitude of the 
Republican Party toward the great corpo- 
fations and gave in detail the situation as 
it confronted President Roosevelt at the 
time the question of the legality of the 
Northern Securities Company was brought 
up, and then said: 

“Tt is within the bounds of conservative 
statement to say that the President's atti- 
tude toward the law and its application to 
the combinations challenged very general 
attention and interest, and it is a matter 
of history that immediately upon the as- 
sembling of Congress numerous bills were 
presented in both branches based upon their 
proponents’ view of the President’s con- 
ception of the scope of Congressional 
power. Now here was an opportunity for a 
President who delighted to make inroads 
upon the Constitution to indulge himself 
to his heart's content.. If he had closed 
his eyes and picked at»random from che 
fifty-one bills and resolutions then before 
Congress he would likely have drawn one 
that violated the Constitution in several 
places. That defect characterized many of 
them. I had the honor to be deputed by 
the President to express the conclusions he 
had reached and did so.

Quiet on the Shakhe Yesterday —A 


- Russian Success Wednesday. 


MUKDEN, Oct. 20.—The big battle has 
practically worn itself out, 
two armies facing each other across the 
Shakhe River. 

The hostile armies have to-day been con- 
cealed from the view of each other by a 
dense fog, in which it has been impossible 
to make out objects at a distance of 100

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MARINES ORDERED TO PANAMA. ; 


Replace Old Force roo ana Will Be Held for 
Emergencies—Panama Grumbling.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Orders have 


been issued for a new battalion of marines 
to go to the Isthmus of Panama about Nov. 
15 to relieve the battalion which is pow 
there. This order is in pursuance of a de- 
cision to keep a force on the Isthmus for 
the present, in order to meet any emer- 
gency that may arise in consequence of 
action on the part of any disaffected ele- 
ment of the new republic. 

Lieut. Col. Thomas .N. 
mand the relieving battalion, which will 
contain about the same number of men as 
the battalion it relieves. In view of the 
ease with which revolutions are started in 
Central and South America, it is the official 
opinion here that the marines should remain 


there for the present. 
It is hoped that the mission of Secretary 


Taft will have a far-reaching effect in 
bringing all elements on the Isthmus into 
harmonious accord with this Government's 
policy. 

Many Panamans do not hesitate to -say 
that they are not satisfied with the con- 
struction pyt upon the idea of sovereignty 
in the canal zone. ‘ 

The complainants say that when the 
treaty was agreed to they thought they 
were to pass back and forth over the canal 
zone as if it was their own country. On 
the contrary, they are treated as foreign- 
ers and have no privileges there whatever. 
Their people go into the zone and mail their 
letters to the United States with two-cent 
stamps rather than put on the five-cent 
stamps that are necessary in sending a let- 
ter from the Republic of Panama to the 
United States. They see Custom Houses 
in the zone preparing to do the business 
that” was relied on to furnish revenue for 
the little republic. 

A grievance that has. been felt acutely 
appears in the fact that the Canal Commis- 
sion in surveying the boundaries of the 
zone took in the country residences of some 
of the leading and wealthiest. men in Pana- 
ma City, and the commission has levied 
taxes on these homes. The owners of these 
country houses derive no advantage from 
the taxes levied on their property, and for 
years must live in the turmoil and upheaval 
incident to the construction of the canal 
with a population of coolies and rousta- 
bouts from all parts of the world brought 
to their very gates. 

Another grievance is the establishment 
of the system of toll roads. The Panamans 
cannot drive through any part of the zone, 
they say, without being stopped by United 
States officials and required to pay toll for 
their vehicles.

CANADA WANTS RIVER RIGHTS. 


Says We've Diverted Water from Her 
“S00” Canal—Pigeon River Protest, 
Special to The New York Times. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 20.—Canada will 
apply to the United States for the same 
rights in thé Hay Channel it has in the St. 
Mary’s River. 

The works of the United States Govern- 
ment, it is declared, have diverted the wa- 
ters of the river to the Hay Channel, which 
is on the American side of Sugar Island. 
Thus all commerce now has to pass through 
the United States in moving between Lakes 
Superior and Lake Huron. Formerly it 
traversed the boundary waters of St. 
Mary’s River, which ran on the Canadian 
side of Sugar Island to Sault Ste. Marie. 

The Canadian Government built a three- 
million-dollar canal because the United 
States would not let troops be taken to the 
Northwest Rebellion through the American 
“Soo” Cenal, and now Canada is again in 
the pesition she occupied before the con- 
struction of the canal, as this now must be 
approached through American waters—

'D. P. MORGAN’S CHILDREN 
SPIRITED AWAY IN AUTO 


Woman with Them Supposed to 


Have Been Their Mother.

The Sequel to Mr. Morgan’s Sudden Dis- 
appearance with His Children from 
Mamaroneck Last Mat

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 20.—The mysteri- 
ous disappearance of the three children of 
D. Percy Morgan from his country place 
near Radnor adds another chapter to the 
sensation made last May when the father 
and children suddenly left their handsome 
home at Mamaroneck, N. Y., and were later 
discovered at the Chester County place. 

No explanation was ever offered as to 
why Mr. Morgan had separated from his 
wife,and eldest daughter, and the case had 
almost been: forgotten when the disappear- 
ance of the chisren suddenly added fresh 
interest to the case. It is generally under- 
stood that the mother has regained posses- 
sion of them, 

Mr. Morgan declined to-night to make 
any statement about the disappearance of 
his three children, Percy, John, and Edith. 
It is stated, however, by others in the vicin- 
ity of the Morgan place that the little folks 
were taken away a day or so ago by a 
woman in.an automobile. This woman is 
believed to-have been Mrs. Morgan, and the 
children are now thought to be with her in 
New York. She is the daughter of John E. 
Parsons, the corporation lawyer, of New 
York. * 

Mr. Morgan spent this afternoon in this 
city, returning to Radnor late in the even- 
ing. When asked about the matter he said: 
“I do not care to make a public state- 
ment at this time.’”’ He would not deny that 
he had employed private detectives in ad- 
dition to reporting the matter to the police 
authorities of both Philadelphia and New 
York, but admitted that he hoped to have 
the children back in a short time.

On 
the evening of May 28 he told his two boys 
he was going to take them shooting the 
next day. Miss Edith also wanted to go, 
and her father consented to take her. The 
four were up shortly after daylight, and 
after dressing in hunting clothes, drove 
to Mameroneck,. 

The children expressed surprise when they 
were driven to the railroad station and 
found their trunks packed ready for ship- 
ment, Mr. Morgan took them to New York 
and then to this city. He had changed his 
hunting clothes on the journey here, but 
the children were still clad for an outing. 
Later he leased the country place near 
Radnor, where they have since lived.

10 to 3 Now—$10,000 Offered on Parker 
and $4,000 Not Covered. 


Tempted by the wide odds that had pre- 
vailed for two days in favor of Roosevelt 
in the election betting on the curb, a larga 
amount of Parker money was sent there 
yesterday to be placed at the 4 to 1 odds on 
Roosevelt, with the result that at the end 
of ‘the day the best offer on Roosevelt was 
at odds of 10 to 3.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Warfare with ‘“ Mil- 
itary Governor’’ Willlam H. Niles and his 
army of invasion over possession of the 
“district of Lake Michigan” is deemed 
certain by the police. Plans for fortifying 
the district and drilling a force of police- 
men to meet the attack set for the first 
week in November were discussed to-day 
by Chief of Police O’Neill and Capt. Charles 
Busch of the Lincoln Park police.

STIR OVER PANAMA 
LETTER BY ROOSEVELT 


Wrote Dr. Shaw That Independ. 
ence Would Delight Him. 


CULBERSON READS LETTER 


Mutilated Version Had Been Published 
Carnegie Hall Audience Roused 
to Enthusiasm—What Dr. 

Shaw Says Now. 


At the Democratic -mass meeting last 
night in Carnegie Hall, Senator D. B. Cul- . 
berson of Texas, acting in concert with the 
Democratic National Committee, sprung - 
what was apparently intended to be 
the sensation of the campaign. In his 
speech, which was largely devoted to a re- 
view ‘of the policy of the Administration 
with respect to Panama,.Senator Culberson ; 
read a letter written by President Roosevelt 
to Dr. Albert Shaw, editor of The Review of 
Reviews, which the Senator said had never 
before been published in its entirety. The 
letter, which, judging by the manner in 
which its reading was received, seemed to 
make a deep impression upon the large 
audience which filled the hall, was as fol- 
lows, the part not previously published be- 
ing included within brackets: 

(Copy.) ; 


White House, 
Washington, October 10, 1908. 

My Dear Dr. Shaw: 

I inclose you, purely for your own infore- 

mation, a copy of a letter of September 5th, 
from our Minister to Colombia. I think it 
might interest you to see that there was 
absolutely not the slightest chance of secur- 
ing by treaty any more than we endeavored 
to secure. he alternatives were to go to 
Nicaragua, against the advice of the great 
majority of competent engineers—some of 
the most competent saying hat we had bet- 
ter have no canal at this time than go 
there—or else to take the territory by force 
without any attempt at getting a treaty. 
I cast aside the proposition made at this 
time to foment the secession of Panama. 
Whatever other Governments can do, the 
United States cannot go into the securing 
by such underhand means, the cession. 
(Privately, I freely say to you that I should 
be delightea if Panama were an independ- 
ent State, or if it made itself so at this mo- 
ment; but for me to say so publicly would 
amount to an instigation of a revolt, and 
therefore I cannot say it.]

The Handbill Parallel. 


Handbills,. printed in red and containing 
a copy of the letter and extract frogi the 
message sent by the President to Congress 
oh Jah: 4, 1904 had been distributed 
through the hall at the opening of the 
meeting and were in the hands of every ' 
person in the audience. The extract from 
the message was as follows: 

“TI think proper to say that, save from 
the reports of our military and naval offi- 
cers given above, no one connected with 
this Government had any previous knowl- 
edge of the revolution except such as was 
accessible to any person of ordinary intel- 
ligence who read the newspapers and kept 
up a current acquaintance with public af- 
fairs.”’ 

The extract from the President’s message 
was printed above the President's letter to , 
Dr. Shaw, and in large type there was the . 
interrogatory: ‘Is this, or this true?’ : 
It was understood that the circulars had ; 
been put out by the National Democratic | 
Committee. It was plain that their purpose | 
was to raise an issue on the President’s ° 
veracity. Senator Culberson in his speech ' 
made it perfectly clear that he considered , 
the two utterances of President Roosevelt ! 
irreconcilable. In commenting upon the 
letter, he said: 

‘“‘From this remarkable letter it seems 
evident that when it was written the Presie- 
dent was advised of the contemplated se-. 
cession of Panama, which culminated Nov. 
3, 1903, and it is equally evident that his 
information came from an authoritative 
source, for he considered and cast aside a 
proposition to foment the movement.” 


What Dr. Shaw Says. 


While Senator Culberson was delivering 
his speech at Carnegie Hall last night, Dr. 
Albert Shaw was found at the office of 
The Review of Reviews, 13 Astor Place, ; 
Dr. Shaw was told of the use which Sen- ' 
ator Culberson had made of the President’s ; 
letter to him, and he was asked how the 
letter had come into Senator Culberson’s 
possession. 

*T have no positive knowledge on that 
subject,” Dr. Shaw said, “‘ but I presume 
he obt#med it from the public prints,’ as 
it was published over a year ago in a Chi- 
cago paper, the correspondent of which, I 
presume, obtained it from either the Presi-j 
dent or Secretary Loeb. It is certain tha 
the letter was given out in Washington. ; 
The idea’ that I would give out a Private | 
letter from the President or anybody else. 
would be absolutely unthinkable to any 
one who Knows me. I can hardly maine 
tain my patience at the suggestion.” 
Nevertheless Dr. Shaw did maintain his 
patience and courteously endeavored to! 
throw such light on the matter as he could, ; 
He said that when the letter was made use « 
of a year ago by Senator Culberson in's

speech which he made in Texas, some pere 
sons in that State had written to him, de 
ing to know whether Senator Culberson ° 
had obtained the letter from him. 

*T answered them as I have answered . 
you,” said Dr. Shaw. ‘It is not an infre- 
quent thing for the President or his Secre- 
tary to give out a letter which the Presi- - 
dent has written to some private citizen | 
for the purpose of throwing light on his 
attitude with respect to some public ques- 
tion, and if Iam not mistaken in my recol- 
lection it was when the Panama treaty 
was pending and the good faith of the Ad- 
ministration in that matter was being 
called into question that the letter which 
the President wrote me was given out in 
Washington for the purpose of demonstrat-- 
ing that the President’s policy had been 
that of ‘hands off,.’”’ : 
Dr. Shaw’s attention was called to the 
statement of Senator Culberson that the 
letter had never been printed in full, and 
to clear up that point he dug up, with the 
assistance of his private secretary, a let- 
ter written by Walter Wellman for The 
Chicago Record-Herald, in which Mr. Welle 
man used an extract from the letter. Mr, 
Wellman’s quotation did not include that 
part of the letter beginning “ Privately, I 
do not mind saying to you,” &c. Dr. Shaw.

Panama and Secession. 


Dr. Shaw was asked what he hat onde r- 
stood the President to meari by his 


ment, “I cast aside the proposition madé. 
at this time to: foment the secession of 


Panama?” 

“Why, I haven’t thé slightest idea that 
the President referred to any definite prop- 
osition,” he said. “I certainly put no suctr 
proposition. before him, and my. know! 
of his character and his feeling about the 
whole matter would. have p ded the 
notion that he would entertain a definite 
proposition of that sort from any source. 
At the time the President's letter to me 
was written the newspapers were full of 
reports about the possibility of an out- 
break in Panama. 

“When I wrote to the President, it 
seemed to me that a revolution was - 
evitable. Panama had been treated shame- 
fully by the Government at Bogota. 
Through the cupidity of that Government 
it apparently. had lost the one. ¢Ghance of 
future prosperity and importance. .Then, 
too, considering the interest of the French 
company which held the session for the 
canal in separation and the tendency of 
the South Americans to get up revolutions 
upon slight pretexts, ft seemied to me, as it 
did to many others who gave the conditions 
in Panama careful consideration, that se- 
cession was inevitable. 

**So wrote the President, and I went 
further. I told him that, in my opinion, if 
the people of Panama were to set up a 
government of their own they would have 
on sympathy of the people of the United 

tates.”’ 

Senator Culberson was seen last night 
after his speech at Carnegie Hall, and was 
asked from whom he had secured a full 
copy of the President's letter to Dr. Shaw. 
He said: 

“T secured it from a gentleman whose 
name I do not care to disclose,” he said. 
*‘It is unnecessary for me to say that I did 
not receive the lettef from Dr, Shaw either 
directly or indirectly.’ 

Secretary Loeb was called up over the 
long-distance telephone to Washington last 
night, and asked whether he had any recol- 
lection of the circumstances, under which 
the letter had been given out in Washing- 
ton. He was unable to recall them; in fact, 
was unable to state whether or not the let- 
ter had been given out in Washington. 


CULBERSON WINS CHEERS. 


Great Crowd in Carnegie Hall Hears 
Panama Speech. 


It would be hardly possible for a cam- 
paign surprise to be received with. wilder 
enthusiasm or more prolonged outbursts of 
applause than greeted Senator Culberson’s 
production of Presidertt’s Roosevelt's let- 
ter on Panama. 

The reading of Mr. Roosevelt’s personal 
letter to Dr. Albert Shaw on the subject 
before last night’s Democratic mass meet- 
ing, hela tn Carnegie Hall under the aus- 
Ew of the Reform. Club,. was followed 
9y Wave after wave of cheering. The dem- 
onstration, at that, was but a climax of 
an almost continuous .enthusism that had 
manifested itself since the Texan began 
to speak. At the end of nearly every para- 
graph of his speech the great hall echoed 
with the plaudits of a throng that. packed 
every corner from pit to fourth gallery. 

The meeting was opened by Mr. Sulz- 
berger, who introduced Paul <uller as 
Permanent Chairman. 


Cheers for Cleveland. 


Mr. Fuller aroused the crowd at the very 
start by saying that the Democratic Party 
at last had found a leader worthy to suc- 
ceed Grover Cleveland. 

Senator Culberson, whose reception 


seemed to indicate that the audience knew 
something remarkable was in store, began 
by talking of the increase in National ex- 
penditures. Of.what he called “‘ Roosevelt- 
ism,”’ the Senator said: 

‘A great General of our army, who won 
his stars on the field of battle before 
he was thirty years old, and a great Ad- 
miral, whose guns echoed round the world 
from Manila, were insulted because they 
dared to express opinions. . Favorites have 
been advanced so rapidly in the army and 
navy that our suspicions as to causes and 
motives must needs be aroused. 

.* Following the ways of reyalty, more 
than a year ago, the North Atlantic er 
ron was assembled to salute him at_ his 
home in Oyster Bay.

celebrated Root letter on Cuba he assumed 
to be the policeman. and debt collector of 
the Western Hemisphére. 

Erratic, vainglorious, unsafe, with.a for- 
eign policy dangerous to the best traditions 
of our Republic! Another four years of him 
would be not only a source of ril to us, 
but also to the peace of the whole world. 

“ The.character of this occasion neces- 
partly precludes an extended discussion of 
the 
Panama or the legal questions which per- 
tain to it. It must suffice to say. that the 
National Administration in. precipitate and 
guilty haste anticipated and discounted the 
time for the revolt. It magnified the num- 
ber and character of the incarpenis, and of- 
ficers of the Government connived at a sub- 
terfuge to deceive and corrupt the forces 
sent to subdue the insurrection. The day 
preceding the revolutionary movement it or- 
dered the Nashville to pre the landing 
of Colombian troops at any point on the 
Isthmus and subsequently by act ef war it 
prevented these troops from suppressing the 
revolution. 

“It invaded the territory of Colombia by 
land and sea to effect its dismemberment 
upon. the false pretense of maintaining the 
freedom of transit across the Isthmus. In 
order to aid the conspirators and justify its 
course in obstructing the landi of Colom- 
bian troops it reversed the. policy of the 
Government for more than half a century 
and perverted the treaty of 1846 by declar- 
ing that the duty of maintaining free tran- 
sit was primarily upon the United States 
and that this mere easement was superior 
to the right of Colombia to sovereignty and 
territorial integrity. 

“Not. satisfied with these illegal and 
wrongful and discreditable acts, but purpos- 
ing to complete the intended spoliation, the 
Administration within two days recognized 
the mock government it alone created and 
upheld, and within two weeks, in thé very 
midst of actual though. bloodiess war, it ac- 
cepted a cession .of the territory, from a 
French adventurer who organized the con- 
spiracy in the shadow of the National capi- 
tal. 

“And what is the defense of the Presi- 
dent? In its final afialysis this defense, 
flaunted in the face of constitutional re- 
strictions and moral responsibilities, is 4 
plea for powers of government unrestrained 
except by caprice or interest or ambition, 
and is. grounded in lust for National do- 
main, in contempt of the rights of what 
are termed impotent and unsocial States 
iii the false assumption that ographica 
conditions may impose international .obliga- 
tions upon territory, and in the new and 
dangerous and fanatical dogma that the 
United States, with a Government of lim- 
ited and enumerated powers, is charged 
with the interests of collective civilization. 


Revolt Favored Privately. 


“ Not alone was the statute violated and 
the treaty set at naught and the Constitu- 
tion trampled upon. I accept it as true that 
the executive officers of the Administra- 
tion did not officially and publicly insti- 
gate the revolt in Panama; but that the 
Administration, including the President, 


privately favored and encouraged the move- 
ment, and that this was widely known, is 


susceptible of demonstration, and in a mat- }. 


tér of this character it was tantamount 
to.committing the Government to it. The 
very.. atmosphere of _Washington was 
charged with this belief. The movements 
of the. navy-.in consonance: with the wishes 
and ex tations of the conspirators is in- 
explicable except upon the hypothesis of 
sympathy and foreknowledge. 

“The press of the country, Whose repre- 
sentatives at Washington visited the State 
Department and White House daily, teemed 
with suggestions and prophecies of seces- 
sion, recognition, and a treaty with Pan- 
ama, from June until November, 1908, with- 
out objection or protest or denial from the 
Auministration. In one of these great 
journals, after referring to contemplated 
secession, it is. said, June 11, 1903: ‘It may 
be stated on the best authority that the 
United States intends to build its canal over 
the Panama route and that confidence is 
fejt.at the State Department that either 
the treaty will be ratified by the Colombian 
“ongress or else Some sort of an agree- 
ment will be reached between the States of 
Panama and .Cuaca vasress the United 
States will obtain the privilege of con- 
struction,’ 

‘“‘Efforts. of the press. to get from .the 
State Department and even the President 
himself a denial of thig statement failed. 
Not only was no offictal denial to be had, 
but the implication was directly. conveyed 
by the President that there was no reason 
to deny it, and that the Administration 
would be warranted in resorting to extreme 
measures, A reason. why.a denial was im- 
possible.as well as an indication as to the 
authority for the statement is found in the 
following dispatch dated two days before:

policing of the entire Isthmus against the 
movement of Colombian troops, the per- 
version.of the treaty of 1846, and the im- 
mediate cession of the coveted territory 
and franchises, it is plain that the Adminis- 
tration favored, encouraged, aided, and con- 
summated the rebellion, and upon it must 
rest the odium and responsibility. 

“While the letter in some respects is 
characteristic of the frankness and courage 
for which the President is disti ished, 
it exhibits also his rashnéss and his con- 
temptuous disregard of the rights of others 
when his purposes are involved. Writing 
privately to one who is publicly fomenting 
secession, his restless ambition creates a 
distinction between private. and publin in. 
stigation of conspiracy and- revolution, dnd 
contributes by his name and exalted sta- 
tion to the dismemberment of a republic.”

“On the night of Oct. 18 the Japanese 
brought their rapid-fire gtitts to the front, 
and we felt through the darkness, though 
we could scarcely see, a Gesperate attack 
launched against the whole line. 

“Some say the object of the Japanese 
was to retake fifteen guns that we had 
wrested from them, while others are of 
the opinion that a genéral attack had been 
planned, of which this movement was @ 
mere diversion, the main object being to 
recapture the vital position of Poutiloff, 
formerly Lone Tree Hill. 

“In any event, the enemy found Kuro- 
patkin at. home, and they were not kept 
long knocking at his front door. The first 
warning of their coming was the rattle of 
quick-firers concentrated upon the Nine- 
teenth Regiment. We tay silent while their 
artillery thougrt they were paving the 
way for the Japanese attack. Then came 
their infantry, and we opened with the fa- 
vorite Russian volley firing. 

“It was pitch blackness, but as the dark- 
ness was lit up with the glare of our volleys 
we could see the shadowy waves of the 
enemy’s infantry breaking and sinking as 
they tried to breast our trenches. 

“The first fierceness of their attack spent 
itself. Then came the unaccountable panic 
that sometimes grips even brave men in 
darkriess. They seemed to think we were 
advancing to attack; for they turned and 
fled in confusion. 

“Now we have quiet nights. The troops 
are resting. Japanese reports of their vic- 
tories are baseless.’ 


FIGHTING IS NOW DESULTORY. 


Russian Frontal Attack Repulsed by 
Oku on Tuesday Night.

TOKIO, Oct. 20.—A telegram from Mar- 
quis Oyama shows that there is no ma- 
ter’ ial change in the situation. On Tues- 
day night a Russian frontal attack on 
the left column of the Left Army (Oku’s) 
was repulsed, after which theré was 
mérély languid artillery fire against the 
right flank of the Left Army. 

In front of the Centre Army (Nodzu’s) 
there is no change. Nothing has oc- 
curred except an occasional interchange 
of shells. 

On the night of the eighteenth the cen- 
tre column of the Right Army (Kuroki’s) 
drové the Russians out of Ming>Kis* Fen; 
but a small body of théir infantry subse- 
quently reoccupied a hill in the vicinity. 


~Near Fen-chi-Pao the Russians Have, 
ohe brigade, and from the northern high- - 


lands a desultory bombardment of the 
Japanese position is proceeding. Recon- 
noissances show that the Russians have 
other forces in this region, but there has 
been no fighting. 

In another report, dispatched last 
night, Marshal Oyama states that the 
spoils taken by the Léft Army at Lang- 
tse-Chien included 5 ammunition wagons, 
6 limbers, 5,354 rifles, 4,920 rounds of 
gun ammunition, 7§,000 rounds of rifle 
ammunition, 356 overcoats, 85 tents, and 
20 swords. ; 

Unofficial news of the battle of the 
Sha-Ho (Shakhe) shows that the Rus- 
sians on Oct. 16 and 17 made vehement 
but unsuccessful and costly efforts to 
drive back the Japanese left. After a 
night attack on the sixteenth the Rus- 
sians were observed carrying off the 
wounded by lamplight. 

The strength of the Russians in front 
of the Japanese Left Army is about six 
divisions, consisting of the whole of the 
Highteenth Army Corps, and parts of the 
Tenth, Fifth, and Sixth Corps. 


GARRISON NOW ONLY 5,000. 


Port Arthur Frantic for News of Kuro- 
patkin—It Still Expects Relief. 


CHE-FOO, Oct. 20.—Chinese from Port 
Arthur assert that the Russian force there 
now numbers 5,000 men, excluding the 
militia, who are not engaged in the fight- 
ing, but patrol the stréets, guard the ar- 
sénals, &c. 

It is said that the Port Arthur garrison 
is frantic for, news of the operations of 
Gen. Kuropatkin, from whom the défend- 
ers expect retief. 

A statement that the Baltic fleet had 
sailed for the. Pacific was communicated to 
the garrison, and greatly encouraged the 
Russians. 

Winter clothing {s véry scarce at Port 
Arthur, shoes particularly. The Russian 
soldiers are wearing Chinése shoes, and 
some of them are unable ‘to obtain even 
these, and wrap rags about'their feet. 

The garrison is gréatly worn out by the 
many months of exhausting, anxious labor 
and fighting. The town is full of wounded. 
Flour is plentiful, and the slaughter of 
horses, mules, and G@onkeys continues. 

Japanese woundéd say that the soldiers 
in the trenches ‘suffér severely from the 
cold, although the Japanese Army is how 
almost completely supplied with Winter 
outfits. 

According to the Chinese, the Japanese 
madé attacks on the remaining outer works 
of Rih-Lung Mountain at dawn Oct. 8, and 
were répulsed. The following day the Rus- 
sians made an attack on the Japanese 
trenches, and they in turn were repulsed. . 

The Japanese immediately: followed with 
another attack, resulting fin the capture of 
an iron railroad bridge and the heights 
south of the bridge, which is 500 yards from 
the main fortress. The importance of these 
captures Iies in the fact. that they curtail 
the Russian fire on Jap:anese who may at- 
tempt to advance on tlie trenches located 
on the slope of Rih-Lung Mountain. 

The Japanese attack seems to have been 
a surprise for the Russians, the Japanese 
asserting that they Ipst only fifty. men. 
Since the capture of the points mentioned 
the Japanese say they have successfully 
resisted numérous serties in attempts to 
recapture them. 

On Oct. 13 there was fierce fighting for

CALL IT A “HALLOWED*SPOT” 


Receive Congratuiatory Telegram from 
‘the President—Will Throw the House 
Open to Pilgrims To-morrow. 


In the house where President Roosevelt 
‘was born, 28 East Twentieth Street, the Re- 
publicans of the Seventeenth Election Dis- 
trict of the Twenty-fifth Assembly District 
met last night to perfect plans for a banner 
raising to-morrow afternoon, when great 
Goings are expected. 

Some weeks ago the Republican voters of 
the district formulated the plan of holding 
meetings in a “ hallowed spot,” as one of 
the speakers last night called it. An organ- 
ization was perfected, and then it was found 
that, the only room available was the rear 
room on the top floor, four flights up from 
the street, The organization, which styles 
itself the Roosevelt Club of the district, got 
to work to decorate the little room, which 
fs about 6 feet by 9, with flags and litho- 
@raphs of the Republican candidates, and 
the meeting for last night was arranged. 

At the last moment it was discovered that 
the gas company .or the plumber or some 
other person had forgotten properly to turn 
On the gas in the upper section of the house, 
s0 a lot of tallow dips were arranged along 
the hallways last night and a lot more of 
the antiquated illuminators were set around 
the room on boards casting a “ dim relig- 
fous light,” as another of the speakers put 
it, over the scene. 

At least one thing was definitely settled, 
and that was that President Roosevelt was 
actually born in this jpouse. There has 
been some debate on the subject, but this 
Was set at rest by the telegram which the 
President, who has been elected an honor- 
ary member of the organization, sent to 
the club last nigkt. It was addressed to 
28 East Twentieth Street and said: 

Permit me to extend my hearty congratula- 

tons on thie occasion of the meeting of the 

club in the house where I was born 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

There was as much applause as could be 
made by the twenty-five men who had 
packed themselves within the narrow con- 
fines of the place, when this telegram was 
read, and this was renewed when the Pres- 
icent, Leo P. Glasel, addressed the mem- 
bers. 

“It is a privilege and an honor,” he said, 
“to be allowed to meet in this historic 
and hallowed place and pledge ourselves to 
the support of the man who was born here. 
We are but an election district organiza- 
tion—strongly Republican, I am happy to 
say—and, though our numbers be small, 
each one thrills with delight at the oppor- 
tunity given us to meet here in the place 
that is ever to be an historic landmark.” 

Mr. Glase: then announced that arrange- 
ments had been made to swing a big ban- 
ner across Twentieth Street to-morrow aft- 
ernoon at 3 e’clock. A speaker’s stand and 
band star.d will be erected in the street, and 
Gen. T'remaine will preside. Speeches will 
be made by Senator Elsberg and Julius M. 
Mayer. Mr. Glasel said that the occasion 
would be an old-time Republican ralky and 
that he hac received assurances from the 
merchant now using the room in which the 
President was born that’ it would be opened 


to the public on that day so that it could 
he vizited by ‘‘ the pilgrims who will travel 
from near and far to see it.’”’ 

By this time the low burning candles were 
sputtering fitfully, and threatened to leave 
the méeting in darkness every moment, so 
@n adjournment was taken. By the time 
the next meeting is held the gas will be in 
working order, the members were assurcd.

Gets Noonday Cheers at Meeting of 
Commercial Travelers’ Club. 


Senator Charles W. Fairbanks spoke yes- 
terday at the noonday meeting of the Com- 
mercial Travelers’ Club, 501 Broadway. The 
crowd to hear him tested the.capacity of 
the building In acknowledgment of the 
reception given -him; Senator Fairbanks 
said: 

“It is evident that’ you have been delib- 
erating on Republican policies and 
you are satisfied to continue them for four 
years more.”

SCOTT SEES A LANDSLIDE. 


West Virginia Senator Says Parker Willi 
Be Beaten as Badly as Greeley. 


Senator N. B. Scott of the Republican 
National Committee yesterday gave out a 
statement on the general political outlook. 
it was the first statement of the kind that 
has emanated trom the National Commit 
tee,in several weeks. Senator Scott said: 

“I believe that Judge Parker will be 
beaten as badly as Greeley was in 1872, 
and that was the most overwhelming de- 
feat in recent political history. I shall go 
further and predict that Roosevelt’s popu- 
lar majority will be greater than that of 
McKinley in 1896 or in 1900. 

“New York State will remain this year 
in the Republican column. New York, in 
my opinion, will give Roosevelt a majority 
ranging from 50,000 to 75,000 votes. New 
Jersey and Connecticut are as safely Re- 
publican as Massachusetts. I count on In. 
Giana giving a majority of 20,000 fo 
Roosevelt and Fairbanks. The_ Pacific 
Coast States will register record-breaking 
majorities for. the epublican ticket. I 
believe that the electoral votes of all of 
the inter-mountain States of the W est will 
be for the Republican National ticket.

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PLATT’S LEGISLATIVE FUND. -} Alcoholic Stimulants 


Belief That He Will Distribute It 
Through the State Committee. 


For many years past it has been the cus- 
tom of Senator T. C. Platt to collect and 
distribute a fund to aid Republican candi- 
dates for the Legislature. The Senator so- 
licited from Republican managers in the 
several counties of the State an estimate 
of the amount they thought would be re- 
quired for the expenses of the legislative 
campaign in their district, and he made an 
effort to see to it that the amount they 
stipulated as necessary was forthcoming. 

The time for these contributions is ap- 
proaching, and in view of the failure of 
Governor-Chairman Odell to give Senator 
Platt the pledge sought for, Depew’s re- 
election, the county Republican leaders are 
wondering whether Senator Platt will dis- 
tribute the legislative fund this year 
through the State Committee as in former 
years. , 

Some of the old up-State friends of the 
Senator said yesterday they thought that 
the Senator would distribute the fund per- 
sonally this year, ignoring the State Com- 
mittee. 

From a source upon which reliance is 
placed, however, it was learned that after 
debating what he ought to do about the 
matter, Senator Platt has practically con- 
cluded to send the legislative candidates his 
contributions through the State: Commit- 
tee, as in former years, despite Gov. Odell’s 
indisposition to give him the promise which 
he asked, in order not to betray the slight- 
est lack of trust on his part in the Gover- 
nor. 

Senator Depew, it is said, will follow the 
course of Senator Platt so far as his per- 
sonal contribution to the Legislative cam- 
paign is concerned. 

The two Senators are placed in a very 
embarrassing position by Gov. Odell’s re- 
fusal to commit himself on the Senatorship. 
There is a possibility that the money they 
raise might be used so as to create obliga- 
tions against the interests of the men who 
gave it. 

Ex-Gov. Black’s visit to State Headquar- 
ters, following the Platt-Depew call, led 
politicians yesterday to believe that Mr. 
Black's candidacy for the Senate might be 
announced after election. While Mr, Black's 
friends have contended that he is not a can- 
didate, ‘his own refusal to talk is said to 
have created such an impression as could 
be removed only by an unequivocal an- 
nouncement from him that he did not in- 
tend to become a candidate. 


HIGGINS DENIES WASTE. 


Compares Republican with Democratic 
State Administrations. 


ELMIRA, Oct. 20.—Lieut. Gov. Higgins 
addressed a mass meeting here to-night in 
the Casino Rink, presided over by J. Sloat 
Fassett. Mr. Higgins was warmly received, 
the audience rising and cheering enthusi- 
astically. 

“Our opponents,’ said Mr. Higgins, 
“charge the Republican Party with waste 
and extravagance in its administration of 
State affairs. They point to a sum of over 
$26,000,000 of appropriations in 1904, and 
they ask the people to compare this sum 
with the expenses of the last Democratic 
State Government in 1894. They vaguely 
assert that, because the total is large, the 


revenues of the State have been dissipated 
by the multiplication of unnecessary offices. 

“Tt is a striking commentary on their 
fairness and sincerity that from 1883 to 
1893, during the Democratic administra- 
tions of Cleveland, Hill, and Flower, there 
were created by law new offices and com- 
missions in this State, whose salaries and 
expenses for the year 1893 aggregated more 
than $2,000,000; that the number of em- 
ployes in the office of the Democratic At- 
torney General is 100 per cent. greater than 
the number employed in that office ten 
years «£90, and the expenses of that office 
show a proportionate increase. 

“It is no less noteworthy that the ex- 
penses of the State Government increased 
from the last preceding. Republican admin- 
istration of Gov. Cornell in 1880 to the Dem- 
ocratic administration of Gov. Flower in 
1894 at the rate of 14 per cent., while the 
population+increased omly_ 28 per cent. 

“T ask our Demogratie-friends to specify- 
in detail what considerable Item of expen- 
diture they ‘purpose to diminish if they 
are again intrusted with the responsibility 
of administering the financial affairs of 
the State? Will they begin with the State 
charitable institutions, the hospitals for the 
insane, the penal institutions, the schools or 
the courts? They stand committed to lib- 
eral expenditures for public improvements. 
The amended Constitution, adopted by the 
people of the State, compels them to pro- 
vide for a more numerous judiciary and 
Legislature.” 


JOHN HAY TO SPEAK HERE. 


Republicans Arrange for Big Meeting in 
Carnegie Hall. 


At the Republican mass meeting to be 
held in Carnegie Hall next Wednesday 
evening the speakers will be Secretary 
Hay, Senator Depew, ex-Gov. Black, Lieut, 
Gov. Higgins, M. Linn Bruce, pulius M. 
Mayer, and Senator Elsberg. 

As this is to be the first speech that Sec- 
retary Hay will make during the campaign, 
and perhaps his only speech, a great crowd 
is expected. Arrangements are being made 
for overflow outdoor meetings. 


WOODRUFF BLUFF CALLED. 


McCarren Sends $6,000 of Parker Money 
to Hoffman House. 


For a couple of hours yesterday Timothy 
L, Woodruff and some other Republican 
leaders amused themselves at the expense 
of Senator McCarren, declaring that Mc- 
Carren’s offer to bet $6,000 on Parker carry- 
ing New York State against _$10,000 Repub- 
lican money, the prevailing odds, was mere- 
ly a bluff. They also intimated they would 
like to cover as many bets of that kind as 
possible. 

Later in the afternoon, however, Senator 
McCarren’s betting commissioner appeared 
at the Hoftman House and the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel with two of the Senator's checks, 
each for $3,000, and the Republican’ would- 
be bettors suddenly disappeared. Later the 
money was put up at the Hoffman House, 
two business men, who desired to withhoid 
their names from publication, taking the 
Roosevelt end for the $10,000. Both bets 
had been arranged the night before, and the 
putting up of the money followed yesterday 
in the sight of many witnesses. 

“It was a shame to let that good money 
get away from Brooklyn,” said Woodruff 
after he learned the money had _ been 
placed. ‘I would like to cover some bets of 
the same sort, and know others who feel 
the same way.”

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GERMANS ON ROOSEVELT. 


“Big Stick” Too Much, Speakers De- 
clare at Mass Meeting. 


Terrace Garden was packed to the doors 
last night with German voters, who cheered 
@enunciations of Rooseveltism, militarism, 
imperialism, and the ‘“ big stick.” 

The meeting was under the auspices of 
the German-American Parker Union and 
the German Democracy. It was presided 
over by William V. Weber, who for forty 
years has voted the Republican ticket, put 
is for Parker and Davis in this campaign. 
Mr. Weber told the audience that with him 
it was a case of “ too much Roosevelt.” 

On the platform were marfy men conspic- 
uous in German-American circles, and 
other prominent citizens. Among them 
were President Fornes of the Board of 
Aldermen, Borough President Haffen, 
Judge George F. Roesch, Magistrate Zeller, 
Herman Ridder, znd others. 

Jean Weil, Prosident of the German Press 
Club, called the meeting to order and in- 
troduced Mr. Weber as the presiding offi- 
cer. There was a loud cheer as Mr. Weil 
made the announcement. of Mr. Weber's 
conversion. 

“The great questions that made me a 
Republican,” said Mr. Weber, “ have all 
been settled.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 20.—Seven hours 
after having been made the wife of Fred- 
erick Mehren in the smallpox ward of the 
Municipal Hospital, Mrs. Eva Lyons Meh- 
ren, the ‘telephone  bride,’’ 
widow. 

Mehren died last night, although the hos- 
pital authorities did not announce the fact 
until to-day. The man’s condition, which 
was critical at the time of the wedding, 
was greatly aggravated by the excitement 
attending the ceremony. 

From the time the couple were pro- 
nounced husband and wife by Magistrate 
McCleary over the telephone yesterday until 
the death of Mehren, Mrs. Mehren did not 
leave his bedside except fora few minutes. 


Both had previously expressed the belief 
that after he was married the patient 
would improve. The reverse was the case, 
and very soon after the wedding Mehren 
relapsed into an unconscious state. His 
bride. When informed of his critical condi- 
tion, wept bitterly and prayed at his bed- 
side. When death came Mrs. Mehren had 
to be led away. She ts prostrated. 
Several physicians yesterday declared that 
Mehren could not have been in sound mind 
so shortly before death, and expressed 
their disapproval of the action of the hos-

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THE BALTIC FLEET’S VOYAGE. 

It is now definitely announced that the 
Baitic fleet will divide, en route to the 
East, one squadron going through the 
Suez Canal and the other around the 
Continent of Africa by the longer route. 
Taking Bornholm, Denmark, as the start- 
ing point, the distances to be traversed 
will be 11,220 sea miles for the squad- 
ron that passes through the canal and 
15,000 sea miles for the one that goes 
around the Cape of Good Hope, assuming 
that the theoretically shortest route be 
taken in each case. Of course, the dis- 
tance actually traveled will be .greater, 
for no navigator, even in time of peace, 
can limit his run to the theoretically 
shortest distance. 

It is difficult to understand why the 
Russians should thus divide their fleet. 
At first glance it might be assumed that 
the route through the canal would con- 
sume less time and less coal than the 
one around the Cape; also that the op- 
portunities for coaling ship at anchor 
would be more numerous and more con- 
venient; but it must be remembered that 
somewhere before coming into touch with 
the Japanese the two squadrons must 
unite; consequently no time will be saved 
unless all the ships go by the canal 
route. Moreover, since no neutral port 
may be used for a rendezvous, the squad- 
ron that arrives first in the Indian Ocean 
will have to knock about at sea until it 
is joined by the other; consequently lit- 
tle coal will be saved. It is even 
doubtful whether the opportunities for 
trans-shipping coal from the colliers to 
the warships will be better on the canal 
route than on the other. 

It is probable that, after leaving Den- 
mark, the squadrons will steam together 
to some convenient spot on the Morocco 
coast outside the Mediterranean and 
there refill their bunkers from their ac- 
companying colliers. In case no good 
opportunity for coaling again on the 
northern coast of Africa should present 
itself, that part of the fleet that goes 
through the Suez Canal will have a run 
of 2,010 miles from Gibraltar to Suez. Of 
course, there is no doubt the ships could 
cover that distamee without recoaling if 
all the conditions were favorable; but 
stress of weather or difficulties with ma- 
chinery might embarrass, if not endan- 
ger, some of the Russian ships. 

Navy experts in this country emphati- 
cally advise against a separation of the 
fleet, and many of them strongly prefer 
the route around the Cape. From the as- 
sumed first coaling place on the western 
coast of Morocco to the Cape of Good 
Hope the shortest distance would be 
about 4,900 miles, which would be in- 
creased to fully 6,000 miles by the stops 
slong the west coast of Africa for coal- 
ing. Allowing for runs of 1,500 miles, 
there would be plenty of places where 
coaling stops could be mage without in- 
terference by any Power. ‘After passing 
the Cape—assuming that a full coaling 
had been had shortly before reaching 
British territory—there would be a rocky 
ecast line for many a mile before the 
fleet could safely anchor again, and not 
until the coast of Mozambique was 
reached would the risk of interference by 
Great Britain be wholly avoided. Thence 
to the. Straits of Sunda would be a 
stretch of more than 4,000 miles, but this 
could be broken by touching at Mada- 
gascar. 

But, since the fleet cannot hope to 
make an average of more than 150 miles 
a day, the middie of February will hardly 
see the resumption of naval operations by 
the Russians. 
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THE CHURCH AND DIVORCE. 

All persons who view the question of 
marriage and divorce from a merely hu- 
man and secular point of view will be 
inclined to congratulate the House of 
Deputies of the Episcopal Church upon 
fits réfusal to concur in the action 
takén by the House of Bishops, and will 
acclaim the compromise arrived at by 
the lower house in proposing to enact 
that the remarriage of the itmnocent 
party to a divorce for the cause of adul- 
tery may be solemnized by a minister of 
the Church after the lapse of one year. 

This interval will save decency and 
give time for investigation. The enact- 
ment of the compromise will give an ex- 
ample to other Churches and set a stand- 
ard for secular legislation. The proposal 
of the House of Bishops, on the other 
hand, was a proposal to stigmatize the 
innocent as well as the guilty. Those 
who look et the matter either from the 
gecular or the Seriptural point of view 
‘will vehemently deny that it is even a 
counsel of perfection. It is certainly no 
more than a counsel of perfection. The 
wacramental view of the institution of 
marriage from which it proceeds will as- 
suredly not be taken by any other Prot- 


eftant denomination, nor by any secular 
Legislature. If the action of the Bishops 
had ‘beer ratified by the clerical and lay 
deputies the Protestant Episcopal Church 
would have had to be counted out as a 
factor in the reform of the law and prac- 
tice of divorce. Its action would have 
been without influence as an example, 
and ‘without value as setting a standard. 
It is to be hoped that the Bishops will be 
moved to concur in the compromise which 
is offered to them by the clergy and laity 
—a compromise which gives the Church 
a position of leadership in a great and 
g004 work. 


SAFETY OF NATIONAL BANKS. 

In a very significant address before 
the Illinois State Bankers’ Association, 
Mr. Wii1u1aM B. RiIpGELY made a state- 
ment as to the safety of National Banks 
under the Federal law which merits con- 
sideration. He said: 


No National bank whose officers strictly 
obeyed the National Bank act ever failed, 
not one. It may almost be said that not 
one which did not make loans in excess of 
the 10 per cent. limit has ever failed. The 
practically universal rule is that all fail- 
ures are due to excess loans to one interest 
or group of interests, generally owned or 
controlled by the officers of the bank itself, 

This generalization would seém to be 
warranted by experience, It emphasizes 
the necessity for such additional legis- 
lation as will permit the effective en- 
forcement of the law by other means 
than a suit for the repeal of a bank’s 
charter when it is found to have been 
managed in disregard of the law. The 
argument against holding Directors to 
greater responsibility than at present is 
that many National banks have existed 
largely for the purposes of financing the 
business speculations of those concerned 
in their management and that some of 
these banks have made a great deal of 
money. Whether such banks were ever 
Safe, or are safe now, is another ques- 
tion. 


CAUSES OF TRAIN WRECKS. 
President TuTTLte of the Béston and 
Maine Railroad has reached the conclu- 
sion that the increase in the number of 
train wrecks is due to the fact that un- 
der certain conditions the human brain 
refuses to work, and that the explana- 


tion for what appears to be the increas- |. 


ing hazard of railroad travel must be 
sought in psychology. 

This may have a basis of truth, but the 
basis is not broad enough to carry the 
superstructure of hypothesis which Mr. 
TUTTLE would build upon it. A better 
reason for the train wrecks which are 
now of almost daily occurrence is found 
in the fact that the railroad companies 
do not enforce their own rulés, and are 
kindly blind to infractions thereof which 
do not involve disaster. As a matter of 
fact, the rules of many railroads rela- 
tive to train operation are not intended 
to be enforced at all, and have prac- 
tically no other object than to aid the 
company in evading responsibility in the 
event of disaster. A great deal is left to 
the “ discretion” of the conductor or en- 
gineer who has the good luck to take 
chances and escape the normal conse- 
quences of so doing. If a man brings 
his train in safely and on time he is 
not likely to be held very strictly ac- 
countable if to do so he has had to 
break every rule in the code. He might, 
of caurse, be too reckless and so destroy 
confidence in his judgment, but a cer- 
tain amount of recklessness is a valua- 
ble asset for a railroad man. On the oth- 
er hand, one too cautious, who should in 
every instance be governed by the letter 
of the rules established for his govern- 
ment, would quickly come to be regarded 
as impossible. He would be very likely 
to throw into hopeless confusion every 
rart of a system which is purposely kept 
measurably elastic, and would lose his 
job as the result of doing his duty too 
well, 

The psychological phenomena to which 
Mr. TuTtTLe refers might very well re- 
sult from uncertainty in the mind of the 
average railroad man as to where he 
should draw the line between obedience 
to rules and taking chances which will 
be approved if successful. This is well 
calculated to dwll the’ perceptions and 
produce infirmity of purpose at critical 
moments. If he knew that his duty was 
clear in every contingency and that to 
follow the rules of the road was what 
was expected of him, irrespective of con- 
sequences, his mind would “fail to 
work” much less frequently than it ap- 
pears to do under existing circumstances, 
Whether more stringent observance ‘of 
rules would result in more or less safety 
to the traveling public is a matter of 
judgment, but it would at least put an 
end to the fictions behind which it is 
customary for the officers and Directors 
of railroads to take shelter when a train 
is wrecked, by showing that what the 
trainman held culpable really did was not 
what the rules of the road required that 
he should have done. 


AN AUTOMOBILE SPEEDWAY. 

If automobile owners are desirous of 
making speed records, and have the 
wholesome respect for public opinion 
and the law which all good citizens 
should have, they are to be congratulated 
on the movement to provide them on 
Long Island with a course over which 
they may race as recklessly as pleases 
them without infringing the rights of 
others. The motpr-vehicle race course is 
to be built near the Brighton Beach horse 
track, and those afflicted with the preva- 
lent speed madness, which would be epi- 
demic if an attack of it did not cost so 
much, may make and break records, and 
incidentally break necks, without excit- 
ing protest. The arrangements which we 
are told are to be made to safeguard the 
lives of visitors and onlookers do. not 
interest us profoundly. They would seem 
to be superfluous. Those who visit an 
automobile race course with the specific 
object of seeing wagons of this character 
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go as fast as they possibly can should 
be beyond the need of paternal oversight 
and not require guardians. On a public 
road, where those neither concerned with 
nor interested in automobile racing have 
& perfect right to be, the case is different. 

The only ground for objection to the 
erection of automobile racing into a rec- 
ognized sport, with official records, is 
found in its influence upon those who, 
unable to participate in it, will be tempt- 
ed to indulge in scrub racing on the pub- 
lic highways, to the jeopardy of others. 
The Automobile Club will not habilitate 
itself in public respect and confidence 


until it finds the courage to discipline, to 


the point of expulsion, those of its mem- 
bers who are convicted of making nuis- 
ances of themselves and abusing the 
privilege of the public roads. As apolo- 
gists for and defenders of law breakers 
and invaders of the rights of communi- 
ties they have not appeared to good ad- 
vantage, and the interest to which they 
are devoted has suffered in consequence. 


NAVY YARDS IN CONTEST. 


Brooklyn and Mare Island Plants Each 
to Build Big Collier. 


A shipbuilding race between the Brook- 
lyn and the Mare Island Navy Yards was 
begun yesterday, when orders were given 
to start the construction at the Brooklyn 
yard of a naval collier. The collier is one 
of two authorized by the last Congress. 
They are to be the largest and fastest 
naval colliers in the world. Each will be 
about 500 feet in length and will cost about 
$1,250,000. 

One of the ships was assigned to the 
Mare Island Navy Yard, San Francisco, 


and the other to the Brooklyn yard. The 
Ways and crane used in the construction 
of the battleship Conecticut will be used 
for the collier to be built here. 


SULLY LAWYERS ASK $30,000. 


Creditors Groan and Think of More Bills 
to Come. 


The creditors of the firm of Daniel J. 
Sully & Co., the bankrupt cotton brokers, 
have had another bit of trouble added to 
their already large allotment. This time 
it is the bill of the attorneys for the re- 
ceivers, Boothby & Baldwin. They want a 
fee of $30,000 for their services to the re- 
ceivers during the sixty-eight days that 
they were in office. This does not in- 
clude any claim for the services to the 
creditors’ committee or to David Miller, as 
trustee, whom the attorneys have been ad- 
vising also. For this advice another bill 
is expected by the creditors. —~ / 

The creditors will make a protest to the 
referee, Macgrane Coxe, and they will 


actively oppose granting such a sum. One 
of them, however, scratched his head yes- 
terday and said: 

“Just what I said would happen six 
months ago. We should have settled with 
Sully, and then we would not have had all 
this worry, with the lawyers getting most 
o: what was left.” 


DIES SUDDENLY AFTER FALL. 


William L. Jenkins Stricken at New 
York Athletic Club. 


William L. Jenkins, fifty-five years old, a 
retired stockbroker, died Wednesday after- 
noon at the New York Athletic Clubhouse, 
Sixth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street, from 
causes which the attending physicians had 
not definitely determined yesterday, when 
Se case was reported to the Coroner’s of- 

ice. 

Mr. Jenkins had suffered for years from 
kidney trouble. At 6 o’clock Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, when within three or four steps of 
the bottom of the main stairs in the club- 
house, he was seen to place one hand to his 
head and pitch forward, striking heavily 
on his forehead on the stone floor, where 
he lay unconscious. Dr. T. Hamilton 
Burch was one of the first to reach him, 
and Dr. Alexander Lambert of 125 kL. it 
Thirty-sixth Street was summoned. Mr. 


Jenkins was carried to a bedroom in the 
clubhouse, and soon regained consciousnes™, 
no serious results being anticipated. On 
Wednesday he became worse suddenly, and 
died at 5 o'clock. 3 

Mr. Jenkins had lived in Maine since his 
retirement from business, and arrived here 
Tuesday morning. He was a son of the 
late William L. Jc..xins, for many years 
President of tr? Bank of North America. 


ODELL'S UNPOPULARITY. 


His Latest Canvass Shows Danger of 
Defeat of His State Ticket. 


New York Letter to Philadelphia Press, (Rep.)

As the Governor's prestige, 
his pride in achievement, and his record are 
intensely involved in the election of the State 
ticket, it is mot to be pregumed that he would 
at this time permit himself such distractions 
and dangers as the injection of a United States 
Senatorship contest into the campaign would in- 
volve.

House of Representatives Opposes an 
Agreement with Canada. 


MONTPHLIOR, Vt., Oct. 20.—A resolu- 
tion disapproving of reciprocity with Can- 
ada without definite statement of terms 
was adopted by the Vermont House of Rep- 
resentatives to-day without opposition.

GEN. MILLS FOR FOOTBALL. 


Favors West Point Cadets’ Participation 
in Athletics—Hazing Dying Out. 


WASHINGTON, Ott. 20.—In his annual 
report Brig. Gen. Mills, Superintendent of 
the West Point Military Academy, says 
the discipline of the cadets is satisfactory, 
and they are showing an increasing dispo- 
sition to comply willingly with authority, 
adhere to regulations, and refrain from ill- 
treating the fourth-class men. 

Gen. Mills says the differences between 
the athletic associations of the Naval and 


Military Academies have been adjusted so 
that the annual games of football and base- 
ball can be continued, which he declares is 
most desirable. It is stated peauvey that 
participation in these sports has not low- 
ered the class standing of the average 
cadets engaged. 


DEBATE ON CONGO QUESTION. 


Challenge from Boston for King Leo- 
pold’s Personal Agent.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Congo 
question, which is belng thrust on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s attention, may become the 
subject of public debate. Thomas 8. Bar- 
bour of Boston, Chairman of the Philan- 
thropic Conference striving for the relief 
of natives of the Congo Free State from 
alleged atrocities at the hands of Belgian 
officers, hag challenged Col. Henry Kow- 
alsky, King Leopold’s personal representa- 
tive to the President, to a debate in Wash- 
ington on the subject. 

At the Belgian Legation it was said that 
it was likely that Col. Kowalsky would 
eonsent to the debate. Col. Kowalsky is 
thoroughly cosmopolitan, has a great fol- 
lowing on the Pacific Coast, and is a per- 
sonal friend of King Leopold. 

The President has before him the peti- 
tions of the Congo Reform Association, 
the Aboriginals’ Protective Association, and 
the British and Foreign Anti-Slave Society, 
as well as King Leopold's letter of defense. 
The President has thus far taken no action 
in the matter. 


SAY BENJAMIN IS BANKRUPT. 


Stock Brokers File a Petition Against 
Alfred N. 

A petition In bankruptcy has been filed 
against Alfred N. Benjamin, who resides at 
the Ansonia Hotel, Broadway and Seventy- 
third Street, by Scharps & Scharps, attor- 
neys for Mendham Bros., stock brokers. 
They claim to be creditors for $14,569 for 
money advanced in-stock transactions, and 
hold as security stock of the International 
Box Hinging Machine Company, of which 
Benjamin was formerly President. The 
stock is valued at $1,000. 

It is alleged that he is insolvent, and 
between July 10 and 22 transferred stocks 


valued at $1,000 to a creditor to prefer him. 
Mr. Benjamin has been known in Wall 
Street for oyer twenty-five years, formerly 
as a broker and as a trader. 


OLDEST CLERK’S BIRTHDAY. 


“Judge” Fowler, at Eighty-four, Sets 
Pace in Appraiser’s Stores. 


“ Judge’’ James W. Fowler, who is said 
to be the oldest clerk in the Treasury De- 
partment, celebrated his eighty-fourth 
birthday yesie.Aay by doing a full day’s 
work at the Avpraisers’ Stores. His work 
was somewhat interrupted by the congratu- 
lations of his colleagues, so that he had to 
sprint to catch his train for Newburg in 
the afternon, 

“Judge” Fowler earned his title by 
serving as a Police Justice in the old City 
of New York about twenty years ago. He 


has always been a Democrat. In 1894, 
however, he applied for a place In the un- 
classified service in the tan bow gg Stores, 
and was appointed by President Cleveland. 
He is now acting as an examiner’s clerk, 
and is said to perform as much work as 
the youngest clerk in the building. 


CAPT. E. N. WHITEHOUSE DEAD. 


Had Been Assigned to Ill-Fated Battle- 
ship Maine as Paymaster. 


A private cable dispatch yesterday an- 
nounced the death that morning of Capt. 
Hdward N. Whitehouse, United States 
Navy, at Varenna, Lake Como, Italy. Capt. 
Whitehouse was a Paymaster in the navy, 
and the second son of Bishop Whitehouse of 
Illinois. 

He served over forty years, his last ves- 
sel being the Maine, which was sunk in 
Havana Harbor, His niece, Baroness Ram- 


say, and her husband, Baron Ramsay of 
St: Petersburg, were with him at his death. 
The funeral will take place at Varenna, and 
the interment at St. Moritz, Switzerland, 
where his wite was buried.

_ MAKE TOUR OF SUBWAY 


-Extra Police Guards Planned for 


Opening Next Thursday. 
RELIEF FOR SHERMAN SQUARE 


Commissioner Will Ask City Railway to 
Move Track Dangerously Near Sta- 
tlon—Emergency Brake Tested. 


Police arrangements for the subway open- 
ing next Thursday are being gauged, not 
only for the probable city crowds who want 
to ride on the opening day, but for thou- 
sands of out-of-town visitors who, as Com- 
missioner McAdoo heard yesterday, have 
arranged special excursions to see the tun- 
nel in operation. 

All the police reserves are to be on duty 
throughout the day and the first half of 
the night. That 500 men in uniform will 
be assigned to City Hall Park alone shows 
the extent of ‘the arrangements to be 
made for keeping order. The exact num- 
bers to be distributed along the rest of the 
line have not been fixed, but every sta- 
tion from City Hall to and including One 
Hundred and Forty-fifth Street and Broad- 
way will be guarded thoroughly, both in- 
side and out. This guard of regular po- 
lice will be continued for two or three days. 

In order that the principal police officers 
might know the layout of the underground 
road, Commissioner McAdoo and all the 
Manhattan Inspectors accepted the invita- 
tion of the subway officials to take a spe- 
clal trip through the tunnel yesterday aft- 
ernoon to One Hundred and Thirty-sev- 
énth Street and back. Vice President BE. 
P. Bryan and General Manager Frank Hed- 
ley accompanied the police party. The lat- 
ter said of the opening: 

“The exercises in the City Hall will be- 
gin at noon and last about one hour. Then 
the invited guests will take the initial 
trains up to One Hundred and Forty-fifth 
Street from the loop station in City Hall 
Park. These first trains will make a re- 
turn trip before any others are operated. 
As soon as the special guests are all down 
town again a regular service will begin 
for those holding the many passes we shall 
issue. Until 7 o’clock in the evening only 
these passes will be good at the station 
entrances. Promptly at 7 the ticket agents 
for every station from City Hall to One 
Hundred and Forty-fifth Street will take 
their places and begin to sell tickets at 5 
cents each.” 

Before the special trains began their aft- 
ernoon trips yesterday the subway officials 
put to an extreme test the automatic de- 
vice for stopping a train from entering a 
block occupied by another train. The motor- 
man of an express train, on which the test 
was to be worked, was entirely ignorant of 
the plan. He was speeding down town at 
twenty-five or thirty miles an hour be- 
tween . Seventy-second and Sixty-sixth 
Streets, when suddenly, although the signal 
lights shone bright green for a clear track, 
the train was brought to a stop in a few 
car lengths. The haif dozen passengers, 
riding on passes, were jolted up a bit. A 
great hissing of compressed air resounded 
through the tunnel. The air brakes had been 
applied by the little catch that projects 
upward from the track when the block 
ahead fs full. 

One thing that Mr. McAdoo did on the 
trip yesterday was to back up the residents 
of Sherman Square in their opinion about 
the dangerous surface crossing at Seventy- 
second Street and Broadway. It is there 
that the subway management has erected 
as a station cover a barnlike structure, 
about which there have been numerous un- 
availing protests of late. One of the sur- 
face car tracks runs so close to this shack 
that a pedestrian coming from behind it 
takes a chance of being run down without 
having seen the car until it hits him. 

The Police Commissioner said he would 
take steps to have the peril abolished. At 
the suggestion of Messrs. Hedley and Bry- 
an, it was said later, he had decided to ask 
the New York City Railway Company to 
move its easterly surface tracks six feet 
toward the east curb and away from the 
station structure. This will be good news 
to Sherman Square, although the protests 
of the residents were more against the un- 
graceful form of the subway structure than 
against the danger it afforded. 

At the invitation of the Interborough 
Company, members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Architectural League took 
trips through the subway during the after- 


noon, their trains following the police spe- | 


cial, 


CATHOLICS AND POLITICS. 


American Federation’s Head Declares It 
Has No Partisan Leaning. 


Thomas B. Minahan, President of the 
American Federation of Catholic Societies, 
issued a statement to the public yesterday 
through Peter A. Hendrick, a lawyer of 149 
Broadway. Mr. Minahan’s declaration was 
due’ to publications to the effect that the 
Catholic Church and Catholic societies were 
using their power as organizations for po- 
litical purposes. Speaking for his own s80- 
ciety, Mr. Minahan says: 

“The American Federation of Catholic 
Societies is not in any sense organized for 
political purposes; it has absolutely noth- 
ing to do with, is not interested in, and is 
not m@idling in the partisan campaign now 
on for’the Presidency. j 

“Further, let me repeat what has been 
frequently said to Catholics as well as non- 
Catholics: The aims of the Federation are 
essentially religious; to bring about 
through the instrumentality of education a 
more correct understanding of Catholicity; 
to cultivate among Americans of all de- 
nominations a broad, kindly, sane respect, 
each for the other’s religious convictions 
and charity to all—this is our aim. 

“ Divided in membership between both po- 
litical parties, the unalterable motto of the 
Federation always has been, is now, and 
always will be, hands off absolutely from 
partisan politics; we want nothing to do 
with it. 

“By the ‘distinguished Western gentle- 
man’ referred to, we take it that Mr. Pal- 
len means the Archbishop of Milwaukee. 
That gentlemen, it is true, is closely identi- 
fied with the Federation movement. With- 
out discussing whether his interview lately 
favoring the President’s re-election was 
wise or otherwise, he distinctly said that 
he spoke only for himself. Unquestionably, 
he meant to be so undérstood. The Arch- 
bishop fully realized that not only had he 
no authority to speak for the Federation, 
but he knew also that the Catholic socie- 
ties would respectfully rebuke any man, 


churchman or layman, appealing for their 


support in the interests ®f partisanship. 

“It is just as well to correct here the 
often prated about but purely imaginary 
notion of ‘ clerical domination.’ Any inter- 
ference, or even su stion, of a partisan 
nature meddling with their civic rights 
would be .so eeneme ioe repudiated by 
Catholic laymen that it would never be re- 
peated a second time. Catholics generally 
respect their spiritual directors most, be- 
cause their clergymen of all others meddle 
least In American politics. 

“Just a word further. The Catholic so- 
cieties resent any such designation as the 
‘Catholic vote,’ In affairs purely Ameri- 
ean there can htly be but one kind of 
vote, the vote of American citizens, with- 
out any prefix whatever of either race or 
creed, ond east always with the single pa- 
triotic object—the best inte of our com- 
mon country, as each voter for himself in- 
telligentiy,, uatratnuneled, and conscientious-

CUBAN CONGRESS ADJOURNS. 


Seven Months of Fruitless Sittings— 
—Legality of Acts Under Test. 


HAVANA, Oct. 20.—After seven months of 
fruitless sittings the session of the Cuban 
Congress closed to-night. 

‘The fight in the House over seats coh- 
tinued throughout the session and resulted 
in the seating of néarly all the Moderate 
Coalition’s contestants. The Nationalists, 
however, succeeded nearly always in break- 
ing quorums because the Moderate majority 
was rarely able to muster its full member- 
ship. 

Whether any act of the session can be 
construed as legal will shortly be deter- 
mined by the Supreme Court in an action 
which is pending to test the constitution- 
ality of the law prohibiting the exportation 
of palm bark, which is used in the United 
States as well as in Cuba for packing to- 
bacco. 

The ground of the action is that the Mod- 
erate majority disregarded the constitution- 
al requirement that two-thirds should con- 
stitute a quorum. The Moderates ruled 
that the two-thirds provision does not apply 
to daily sessions. 

The appropriation for public works asked 
for by President Palma, and immigration, 
municipal government, and other! pressing 
measures have been postponed until the 
session which will begin in November. 

President Palma sent no message to Con- 
gress on the vexatious question of Govern- 
ment assistance for the sanitation of cities, 
to which the United States has called at- 
tention. Some of the leading Administra- 
tion Senators oppose assistance on the 
ground that the cities are now able to bear 
the experses of sanitary improvements. 

Some Nationalist leaders are endeavoring 
to bring Eastern Congressmen allied with 
the Moderates into the Opposition Party so 
as to secure a Nationalist majority in the 
next session of Congress, but the majority 
of the Nationalists agree that it is no longer 
feasible to pursue obstructive tactics, and 


the bitterness of the long fight will conse- 
quently be eliminated. - 


MOVING A SAINT’S STATUE. 


Eighteen Oxen Dragging De La Saile 
Group to St. Peter's. 


ROMBE, Oct. 20.—The transit of the co- 
lossal group representing Jean Baptiste de 
La Salle, the last saint canonized by Pope 
Leo XIII, in the act of teaching children, 
and which was cut from a block of marble 
weighing thirty-eight tons, is attracting 
great public interest. 

The figure of the saint is sixteen feet in 
height and those of the children are ten 


feet e7 The group is carried on a great 
truck drawn by eighteen exen, and will 
reach the steps of St. Peter’s to-morrow 
morning. It will be put in place sixty-five 
feet above the pavement on Oct. 26. 


MONT PELEE RELIEF WORK. 


$57,409 of the $157,592 Ralsed Returned 
to Subscribers. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The National 
Martinique and West Indies Relief Commit- 
tee, appointed in May, 1902, to collect and 
disburse funds for the relief of sufferers 
through the Mont Pelée disaster, has con- 
eluded its work and made a final report to 
the President. President Roosevelt sent a 
letter to William R. Corwine of New York, 
the Secretary of the committee, saying in 
part: 

“To have such busy men willing to un- 
dertake a task making such demands upon 
their time (not to speak of their pecuniary 
contributions) is a matter for real con- 
gratulation on the part of all who feel that 
it is this kind of public spirit which tells 
more than anything else for good citizen- 
ship.” 

The subscriptions received aggregated 
$157,592. The general relief disbursements 


Were $15,640 for food and clothing, $11,348 
for a hospital and asylum at Martinique 
$47,052 for miscellaneous relief work, $25,000 
sent to Gov. Taft at the suggestion of the 
President and by consent of the subscribers 
for relief work in the Philippine Islands, 
and $57,409 returned to subscribers. 


THE KING TOASTS OUR NAVY. 


Entertains Officers of the Europeany 
Squadron at Buckingham Palace. * 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—'‘ The American Navy! 
May its glory never grow léss!’’ were the 
words in which King Edward toasted his 
naval guests at the luncheon to the officers 
of the American warships, now at Graves- 
end, given at Buckingham Palace to-day. 

Ambassador Choate first presented Rear 
Admiral Jewell, commanding the European 
Squadron of the North Atlantic fleet, and 
his staff; Capt. Colby of the Olympia and 
Iieuts, William C. Watts and Charles T. 
Jewell, aides of the Admiral, who were ac- 
companied by Secretary White and Naval 
Attaché Stockton of the American Em- 
bassy. 

Then, with an informal “‘ Well, let’s have 
lunch,” the King, wearing an Admiral’s 
uniform, led the way to the dining room, 
where eighteen persons sat down, mostly 
members of the Pbousehold, with Capt. 
Prince Louis of Buttenberg, Director of 


Naval Intelligence; Admiral Lord Walter 
Kerr, First Sea Lord of the Admiralty, and 
Sir Thomas Lipton. Ambassador Choate 
was on the King’s r'ght and Admiral Jewell 


on his left. 

His Majesty, as usual with American 
guests, demanded their latest stories, and 
chatted most informa’ly until near the end 
of the luncheen, when he rose and pro- 
posed the health of President Roosevelt, 
the American Navy, and the officers of t 
visiting squadron. 

No formal reply was made, but Admiral 
Jewell told King Edward how much he ap- 
preciated the compliment. The King chat- 
ted with each member of the party, showed 
them the palace pictures, and ended a most 
cordial, informal entertainment by saying 
how he was always pleased to see Amer-

EPISCOPALIAN DEPUTIES 
COMPROMISE ON DIVORCE 


New Canon Permits the Remar- 
_ Mage of Innocent Party. — 


ADOPTED BY THE DEPUTIES 


If Bishops Concur the Question Will Be 
Settled for Three Years — Pro 
visions of the Measure. 


BOSTON, Oct. 20.—By an overwhelming 
majority a compromise canon on the re- 
marriage of divorced persons was adopted 
by the House of Deputies of the Episcopal 
General Convention to-day, and, if it is 
concurred in by the House of Bishops, the 
most important issue that has come before 
the present convention will be disposed of 
for at least three years. ‘

In 
any case, however, the ordinances are not 
to be refused any person remarried after 
having been divorced on the ground of 
adultery, who shall deliver to the minister 
a solemn declaration in writing, that he or 
she was ah innocent party in such action 
for divorce.

CANTEEN EARNED HER 
FIFTH STRAIGHT RACE 


Stout Filly with Brilliant Record 
Won the Handicap for Mares. 


MERRY LARK TOOK STAKES 


Post Favorites Were Defeated in Four 
Events at the Jamaica Track 
Yesterday. 


The most refreshing outbreak of genuine 
enthusiasm at the Jamaica track through 
the Fall meeting greeted the wiry filly Can- 
teen yesterday afternoon when she re- 
turned to the stand after her fifth straight 
victory in the past month. Canteen is un- 
dersized and ugly, but has a way of racing 
that has endeared her to the public, for she 
refuses to admit defeat, and fights on with 
bulldog tenacity, her courage in hard fin- 
ishes having earned her every one of her 
five recent wins. 

Canteen, formerly the property of A. I. 
Aste and claimed from him by H. T. Grif- 
fin eut of a selling race, tried in a new 
class yesterday when she ran in the mile 
and seventy yards handicap for fillies and 
mares, third on the card. Ascension, on 
the strength of her easy win the day be- 
fore, was the favorite, and, breaking first, 
Went on to make the pace, with Canteen 
after her. To the last turn Ascension was 
in front, Canteen then going up to her, and 
in the next half furlong forcing the favorite 
to the whip. From there on Canteen held 
Ascension safe, and won, under a steadying 
pull, in 1:43 3-5, time that cut a full second 

\from the Jamaica track record, held up to 
yesterday by the fast filly Mamie Worth. 

The day's results just managed to uphold 
the Jamaica average of successful favor- 
ites, two a day, as the choices were beaten 
in four of the’six events. 

The stake feature of the card, the Hemp- 
stead, selling, at six furlongs, for two-year- 
olds, brought out a field of only six, with 
Merry Lark, Glenecho, and Bank the 
choices.

YALE COACHES DISAPPOINTED 


Local Eleven Will Leave To-morrow 
Morning for Philadelphia—Injuries 
Keep West Point Players Out. 


In preparation for Columbia's first big 
game of the season with Pennsylvania at 
Franklin Field to-morrow, the Morning- 
side players had their last hard practice 
at American League Park yesterday after- 
noon.

New “ Highs.” 


Yesterday's market was a melange in 
Which there was something to please 
€very taste. Those who think prices too 
high have ample warrant in yesterday’s 
business .to emphasize the reaction, 


2 which developed pronounced recessiéns 


in price and large offerings for sale in 
the earlier hours, Those who think the 
present level justified by conditions have 
equal warrant to dwell upon the market's 
Surprising digestive capacity, and upon 
its warrant in the day’s news. Large sus- 
taining orders might very well have pro- 
duced all the price phenomena, but no 
combination of pools or bankers could 
produce the conditions which support 
the Views of those who think the mar- 
ket rather natural than artificial, de- 
}@pite all the manipulation ‘which lies 
|upon the surface rather than in the 
} foundations. For example, Central of 
Georgia made a report of earnings large- 
‘ly explanatory of the considerable rise 
| in this property a few days ago with- 
| out any apparent reason at thé time be- 
yond manipulation. Pére Marquette and 
others also made good reports, which are 
quite as weil worth considering as any 
price mo¥ement. The softness of the 
produce markets, despite repetition of an 
authoritative estimate of small yield, 
shows that, whatever the facts, the spec- 
ulative mind will retain its view to the 
contrary until the bushels and bales are 
definitely counted. The iron market is 
rising in both demand and prices, and 
the weekly statement of the Bank of 
Hngiand shews a strength of. reserve 
comparing as favorably with last year 
as our own, and inconsistent with any 
idea that any of the world’s money mar- 
kets are likely to suffer any strain be- 
yond ready. relief. It will be worth re- 
membering hereafter that at the height 
of the crop-moving season, in a Presi- 
dential year, money is unprecedentedly 
easy, and that a Mexican loan of $40,- 
000,000 scarcely keeps its issuers in stock 
for a week. There are reasons enough 
besides manipulation to explain all that is 
happening without emphasizing the as- 
sistance which would have failed to be 
effective long ago if intrinsic factors were 
not what they are. 

The most curious thing about this reac- 
tion is that it constantly produces new 
high records. This was so on Wednes- 
day, and again yesterday. The preferred 
stocks of.Erie, Atchison, and Reading 
were among the dozen or so reaching 
their maximum, and there are two other 
notable instances. Ontario reached its 
predicted price with rehewed reports of 
change of control through transfer of 
the majority interest acquired in the 
process ofthe dissolution of the voting 
trust. It seems to be assumed that good 
faith’ to thé minority requires that the 
majority slrall not sell en bloc without 
elfpulating for an option of the same 
price for all interests alike, according to 
good precedents. All the tractions rose 
together, Interborough fairly running 
away, and Metropolitan following not a 
very .bad ‘se@ond. This is another case 
where it is easy to allege manipulation, 
but the fact is that traffic changes of 
the first importance are impending, and 
that the insiders seem to know better 
than any one else how they will work out

Total Amount of Budget Shows In- 


crease of $3,850,000. 
THE MAYOR TOOK FIRM. STAND 


Chief Increase Allowed Was $1,084,000 
to Board of Education—Borough 
Presidents Disappointed. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment agreed yesterday upon the total fig- 
ures for the budget for the year 1905. In 
round figures the amount is $110,500,000, a 
net increase of about $3,850,000 over 1904. 
As a consequence of these figures, Con- 
troller Grout said yesterday that there 
would be no increase in the tax rate. It is 
estimated that the increase will be provided 
for by the tax to be realized from the 
normal increase in the assessed values of 
taxable property and the normal increase 
in the general fund. 

The increase of only $38,850,000 shows 
that the Board did some heavy cutting 
in the amounts asked for in the various 
departments. In all, the increases asked 
for run over $12,000,000. The Borough 
Presidents are particularly displeased with 
the amiounts allowed to them, and there 
has been a heavy cut in the amount asked 
for by the Board of Education. It is gen- 
erally admitted, however, that the Board 
could not have been more Hberal without 
increasing the tax rate, and to maintain it 
as it is seems to have been the principal 
consideration. When the Board a ftew 
dags ago finished its hearings the Mayor 
announced that he would not allow an in- 
crease in the tax rate, and that the increase 
in revenues justified an increased expendi- 
ture of about $3,000,000. 

It is understood that many of the im- 
provements projected in the departmental 
estimates and cut from the budget can be 
met by bond issues as they become neces- 
sary. With the amount carried over from 
this year; however, there. will be a very 
narrow margin under the law for special 
bond issues, 

The Board of Education asked for an in- 
crease of $2,887,489 and gets only $1,084,- 
000, The Street Cleaning Department asked 
for $1,113,559"more than last year and will 
get $250,000, while the Police Department, 
which asked for an increase 0 962,423 
and the Fire Department for $884, more, 

et together only $675,000 more, and this 
nerease was mandatory. This takes up 
over $2,000,000 of the total increase in the 
budget, so that the other departments will 
get xf $1,800,000 more than last year. 

The ealth Department wanted $1,014,- 
108 more, the libraries of | the bp 
boroughs, $215,000; Charities, $643,000 
Bridges, $116,000; Controller, $29,000; Cor- 
poration Counsel, $85,000, while the in- 
creases asked for by the Borough Presi- 
dents were: By Ahearn, $1,236,909; Haffen, 
$665,000; Littleton, $275,012: Cassidy, $710,- 
856, and Cromwell, $448,639. In other 
words, the departments that asked for 
nearly $7,000,000 of increase will have to 
divide up between them about $1,800,000, 
or one-quarter of what they hoped for. 

In the statement given out. by the Con- 
ed ns he said that the increases 
allow were made necessary by the in- 
creased scope of the city’s work, such as 
the lighting of new streets and the care and 
maintenance of new parks and new build- 
ings such as public baths and libraries. 


‘At the request of the Commissioners of 


Health and of Street Cleaning the Board 
of Estimate decided to appropriate the 
amounts allowed in bulk for the whole city 
and not as heretofore by boroughs. 


MERGE LIGHTING COMPANIES. 


Westchester Concerns | United by Gas 
Combine Under $10,000,000 Mortgage. 


Through the recording of a mortgage 
given by the New York and Westchester 
Lighting -Company to the Central Trust 
Company for $10,000,000, it was. learned 
yesterday that the Westchester County 
Lighting Company and the New York and 
Westchester Lighting Company had merged 
their interests. 

This, it is said, means the completion of 
plans formulated some time ago to combine 
the Westchester lighting plants. The Phila- 
deiphia stockholders sold out their interests 
some time ago and the stock was acquired 
by the Consolidated Gas C ompany of New 
York. Then the Westchester County Light- 
ing Company transferred all of its fe rty 
to the New York and Westchester ting 
Company, and after the making Of the 
mortgage the merger of the two companies 
Was announced. 

It was said last night that the proceeds 
of the mortgage would be used for better- 
ments.

Valued at $1,000,000—Tract of Eighty Lots Sold in 
Bronx—Sales by Brokers and at Auction. 


Negotiations are practically closed for the 
sale by Charles T. Barney and his asso- 
ciates of 145 lots in the three blocks bound- 
ed by Amsterdam Avenue and Broadway, 
One Hundrea and Thirty-third and One 
Hundred and Thirty-sixth Streets, The 
properties include the Amsterdam Avenue 
block fronts between those limits and ex- 
tend toward Broadway. Only in the case of 
the block from One Hundred and Thirty- 
fifth to One Hundred and Thirty-sixth 
Street, however, is the Broadway frontage 
involved in the present deal.

TO BE TAKEN T 


Tammany Prepares fer Registra- 
tion Troubles To-day. 


ODELL’S CHARGES OF FRAUD 


20,000 Cases of Illegal Registration, He 
Declares—Says He’s Close to a 
Democratic Leader. 


More trouble is expected at the registra- 
tion places to-day. Superintendent of Elec- 
tions Morgan has ordered that the policy 
of challenging voters be continued, and 
Tammany has prepared to take legal steps 
in every case where a voter is challenged 
from the Morgan lists. If the plans of both 
sides are carried out the courts will be kept 
pretty busy for the next two weeks. 

Superintendent Morgan’s instruction that 
there wus to be no deviation from the pol- 
icy of the first two days was. in the face of 
another opinion from Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Cornelius F. Collins that the Inspec- 
tors had no right to challenge on Morgan 
orders. The Attorney General's office is 
likely to figure in the legal proceedings of 
to-day. 

Governor-Chairman Odell ast night de- 
clared that he knew of 20,000 cases of il- 
legal registration. In Brooklyn, he said, 
had been discovered a “ veritable nest of 
colonizers which included one man who last 
year had voted forty-four times.” The 
Governor spoke of some mysterious person 
whom he said was under close scrutiny. 

““We have got- very close to one of the 
Democratic leaders,’”’ he said, “‘ one of those 
higher up. His Assembly district is below 
Fourteenth Street, but I won’t give the 
name yet. The result of our investigations 
will make a ‘big difference in the registra- 
tion to-morrow and Saturday. There will 
be no change in the policy adopted for - 
first two days.”’

mittees were at Tammany Hall yesterday 
afternoon when the meeting to outline 
plans for to-day was called to order.

QUARRELS WITH FRIEND, 
ENDS LIFE AT HIS DOOR 


Franco-Prussian War Veteran Died 
with Medals on Breast. 


FUGITIVE FROM GERMANY 


Adam Engelhart Shot Sergeant in Army 
on Account of Son’s Death— 
Found No Work Here. 


Adam Engelhart, a veteran of the Franco- 
Prussian war, in June of last year shot and 
wounded a Sergeant in the German army 
because he thought the Sergeant had inten- 
tionally killed his soldier son. Engelhart 
fled to this country. New scenes and new 
friends could not blot out the memory of 
hig favorite boy, and yesterday morning the 
old soldier shot and killed himself in the. 
hallway of the tenement at .1,080 Seco 
Avenue, where he lived with his daughter- 
in-law, who had come with him from Ger- 
many. 

Before he shot himseJf the soldier had | 
pinned to his coat the five medals which 
he had won for bravery in the Franeo- 
Prussian war.

More than 200 girls employed in a six- 
story building at 137 to 141 North Tenth 
Street, Williamsburg, were thrown into a 


panic late yesterday afternoon by a fire 
which cut off their escape to the street.

who employed 70 girls. Kaltenbach &

The fire was discovered in the rear base- 
ment of Robinson's establishment, and one 
employe was unable to reach the street 
with the others.
